The Building and Construction 
Trades Council of St. Louis today 
indorsed the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict plan for city-county co-ordi- 
nation and resolved to work for 
its passage.

“The plan affords a’ step for-| 
ward for St. Louis and St. Louis’ 
county,” Arthur A. Hunn, presi-| 
dent, told a reporter. “You, 
either go forward, or you stay | 
dormant. | 

“This is not the plan we would 
like to have, but we feel it is a' 
step in the right direction.” 

The council represents about 
30,000 workers in 18 international 
unions. Delegates from 15 of the 
unions were present in the three- 
hour meeting.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24 — 
Teamsters organizations 
throughout the country have 
been ordered by General Presi- 
dent James R. Hoffa to have 
convicted felons off union pay- 
rolis by next Tuesday. The di- 
rective applies not only to elect- 
ed officers but to employes, such 
as organizers, and others with 
the exception of clerks and 
janitors. 

Hoffa’s sweeping action was 
taken last Monday, a high Team- 
ster source told the Post-Dis- 
patch. 

Last Friday, Secretary of 
Labor James P. Mitchell. sent 
Hoffa a telegram directing him 
to let him know within 10 days 
what steps the union had taken 
to bring it into compliance with 

e new Labor-Management Act 
which bars felons and Commu- 
nists frem holding positions of 


‘ tional 


officers of all the giant union's 
900 locals, 70 joint councils and 
four regional conferences. Hoffa 
outlined the provisions of the 
new law and ordered that af- 
fidavits be filed with the Secre- 
tary of Labor showing them to 
be in compliance with the bars 
against Reds and ex-convicts. 

“Any person who fails. refuses 
or cannot execute such affi-| 
davit must be removed from of- 
fice or employment immedi- 
ately,” Hoffa told his sub- 
ordinates. 

The Teamsters source said 
that “probably less ‘than 14” 
officers will fall under the anti- 
felon bar. The union is. noted 
for absence of Communists in 
its officialdom. The spokesman 
said, however, that the interna- 
headquarters does not 
have records on all of the many

Political Cold Coming 
From You,’ Premier 
Says in Pittsburgh — 
Leaving for Talks 
With Eisenhower.

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Sept. 24 
(AP) — Soviet Premier Khrush- 
chev blamed the United States 
today for continuing the cold 
war. 


‘The political cold is coming 
from you, and not from us,’’ he 
told a civic luncheon here. “‘We 
are not afraid of the cold, but 
we would like more favorable 
winds to blow in the world.”’ 

This speech was Khrushchev’s 
last formal talk before he settles 
down to the serious work for 
He was to fly 
back to Washington later today 
to begin a series of meetings 
with President Eisenhower on 
ways to lessen world tensions. 

Khrushchev got a big hand 
from his steel-minded Pittsburgh 
| audience today when he said: 
| “How happy would all the 
| peoples of the world be if all 

the steel smelted in America... 
_and in the Soviet Union would 


— 


=| be used solely for peaceful pur- 


poses.” 

He stressed how rapidly 
Russia is goirig ahead. He com- 
pared the two countries to 
whistles. The Russian whistle 
is onw coming up from behind, 
| and it’s getting louder, he said. 
Soon, he said, the Russian 
whistle will draw even and then 
| ahead, 

Worthy Partner. 

“Formerly you didn’t have a 
worthy partner in competition 
for developments,”’ he said. 
“Now you have one in the So- 


| viet Union.” 


Khrushchev said _ differences 
do exist, but he said there also 
were differences during World 
War Il. 

“These diffeernces,” he said, 
“did not prevent us from work- 
ing toward a common goal.” 

He said many people are 
wondering what his purpose is. 
Some, he said, even guessed the 
purpose was to divide the world 
between Khrushchev and Presi- 
dent Eisenhower. 

“These guesses are absurd,”’ 
he said. 

Khrushchev, an avowed athe- 
ist, was in such a pleasant frame 
of mind today that he went out 
of his way to say good words 
for the man who gave the invo- 
cation, Dr. Howard Scharfe, a 
Pittsburgh Presbyterian min- 
ister. 

He said he liked the prayer 
because it was a prayer for 
peace. 

Comment en Slaves. 


Khrushchev took a crack at 
those who refer to “slaves of 
communism.”’ 

“TI come to your country,” he 
said, ‘“‘to see how those slaves 
of capitalism live, and 1 find 
them living not bad. We will 
equal you.” 

“We want to be as rich as 
you are, 

“Unless we say to you, take 
care and step up your drives, 
otherwise you will find your- 


_self riding behind us. 


“The best thing for us to do 
is to match in step with each 
other.”’ 

Once again Khrushchev hit 
on a theme he often has used 
before: that basically there are 
not such grave differences be- 
tween these two major powers. 

“Our people love their fami- 
lies, their children, just as 
your people do,” he said. 

Gov. Lawrence Speaks. 


Pennsylvania’s Democratic 
Governor, David L. Lawrence, 
who spoke before Khrushchev at 
the luncheon, told the Russian 
leader that in foreign affairs 
President Eisenhower speaks for 


_a united country. 


“In America, politics stop at 
the water’s edge,’’ Lawrence 
said.

Tragedies to be Prevented 

Several years ago, two of our 
best boys at Bellefontaine Farms 
were Bobby Lee Griffin and Harvey 
Jett.

. A Regulatory Revolution? 
The White House has been provoked into a 
serious and overdue investigation of regula- 
tory agencies by a sharp memorandum from 
a former member of Civil Aeronautics 
Board. Louis J. Hector, a Miami Democrat 
appointed by President Eisenhower, resigned 
from the CAB with an attack not only on that 
agency but upon the whole concept of inde- 
pendent regulatory commissions. 

“I have come to the belief that an inde- 
pendent regulatory commission is not compe- 
tent in these days to regulate a vital national 
industry,” says Mr. Hector. 

So far nobody has made a thorough study 
of how well the regulatory agencies are 
their work. Two years ago the House Sub- 
committee on Legislative Oversight investi- 
gated these agencies, with particular reference 
te such matters as the Sherman Adams-Ber-

change Commission. This committee, led by 
Congressman Harris of Arkansas, 


trated largely on procedure and ethics and 


ened its once tough stand against interlocking 
relationships between airlines and other firms 
in the aviation field, and decided not to inves- 
tigate a number of loans to airlines. ‘“Be- 
cause of what the board conceives to be its 
promotional responsibilities,” Mr. Hector con- 
cludes, the CAB has been unwilling to under- 
take tasks that might hurt airline business. 
As another example of regulatory inactivity, 
there is the Federal Communications Commis- 
sion. Senator James E. M of Montana 
jrecently noted that the FCC hes 
five years on a necessary decision as to how 


room for more TV stations. Many large mar- 
kets remain without competitive TV facilities. 

Then there is the Federal Power Commis- 
sion. It is deliberately shirking its responsi- 
bility to regulate the natural gas industry, 
despite a 1954 Supreme Court finding that 
this was the FPC’s job. As a result of the 
FPC’s uncertainty, an article in Fortune mag- 
azine says, gas producers and distributors cam 
not make firm business decisions. The regu- 
latory vacuum has permitted price-kiting to 
impair competition and caused other abuses. 

To protect the public and consumers, such 
agencies were given vast quasi-judicial power 
over our economy. If they do not use that 
power well, or do not use it at all, Congress 
ought to discover it, the Administration ought 
to know it, and the people ought to be told 
about it. Then the question of what should 
be done may be considered. 


Mr. Hector’s proposal is drastic. He would 
abolish the regulatory agencies, hand their 
administrative and policy functions to the 
Executive branch, and permit adjudication of 
their decisions in special administrative courts 
similar to the Tax Court. This proposal would, 
of course, abolish all pretense of “independ- 
ence” for the independent agencies. We view 
it with intense skepticism. 

Mr.-Hector blames the regulatory system 
and not the members of the commissions 
for their faults. He says even the Founding 
Fathers could not do a good job on the 
CAB. This was definitely not the finding of 
the Harris committee, which concluded that 
“the ability and character of the administra- 
tors” was of utmost importance. History sug- 
gests as much. Under James Lawrence Fly, 
Leland Olds and Joseph B. Eastman the FCC, 
FPC and Interstate Commerce Commission 
respectively were anything but dilatory or 
subservient to the industries they were 
regulating. 

A thorough study of the record of the half- 
dozen regulatory agencies may indicate that 
outmoded or inadequate laws and standards 
for operation share the blame for their mal- 
functions. In any case the study should be 
made, and made exhaustively, before the 
White House or Congress considers a revolu- 
tion in the concept of independent federal 
regulation. 


Off-Again-On-Again Plane | 

The Senate-House Atomic Committee has 
done well to urge that the United States put 
an -atomic-powered plane in the air as soon 
as possible. The fact that all 18:members of 
the committee agreed on the need for stepping 
up this 13-year-old on-again-off-again project 
is impressive. - 

The Administration’s decision to develop 
primarily military nuclear plane means at 
least a two-year delay in achieving a prototype 
for flight testing. The committee hopes to 
avoid any such delay. 

The committee was on sound ground in 
suggesting that Congress might like to put 
the program under the AEC “through the 
flight demionstration stage.” Doing so might 
well remove a major obstacle, for the Penta- 
gon. has been dwelling on the need for achiev- 
ing a military vehicle instead of just a flyable 
atomic plane. Certainly a flyable atomic 
plane would be a scientific feat as well as a 
demonstration of our ability to harness the 
atom for peaceful purposes.

Gen. Bradley Fights 
New Enemy--Space 


NEW YORK, Sept. 4 (AP). 


MANY OLD SOLDIERS spend their time refighting in 
memory their half-forgotten battles. 

Not General of the Army Omar Nelson Bradley, who at 
the close of the Second World War commanded 1,300,000 
combat troops, the largest body of United States soldiers 
ever to serve under a field leader. 

“I don’t think back on the war period very much,” 
he said. 

For one thing he’s too busy. At 66 the tall, sturdy ‘‘dough- 
boy’s general” (he weighs only a few pounds more than he 
did when he played baseball at West Point) is fighting a 
new .enemy—space. : 

Bradley is board chairman of the Bulova Watch Co., and 
its research branch. Although its major product is time- 
pieces, the firm also has turned out miniature safety and 
arming devices for 19 of the nation’s defense missile pro- 
grams. 

“At the close of the last war I had to worry about a 
600-mile front,” remarked Bradley dryly. ‘‘Now we deal with 
problems involving millionths of an inch. 

“Because of a watch company’s ability to make small 
things with great precision, we fit into this field naturally. 
“Size is of vital importance because for every added pound

How to Get thee 
Best Education ’* 
For Your Child-

MOST GOOD COLLEGES are overcrowded, they have three or 
four applicants for every vacancy. And the situation is going to 
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information about them. 

It is usually a good idea to 
take the tests for practice in 
eleventh grade to find out any 
weak spots. 

There is not enough scientific 
evidence as yet to suggest that 
a student can improve his score 
by cramming. But, if properly 
tutored, for about 15 weeks, stu- 
dents may be able to raise their 
score by as much as 100 points. 

Most colleges now ask that the 
student who applies be in the 
upper half of his class, and have 
an above-average College Board 
score. The score ranges from 
200 to; 800. The average is 500. 
However, your youngster should 
aim for 600 if he is anxious to 
get into a school such as Har- 
vard or Princeton. . 

Get to know the principal and 
encourage the youngster to have 
an interview with him about his 
college plans. College admission 
officials take very seriously the 


prospective students are going to be rejected. Most 
will be the ones with inadequate preparation, low test 
personality difficulties, and lack of drive. But some 
will be average or better than average kids who just don’t know 

to accomplish the increasingly difficult feat of getting ad- 


information they receive about a 
candidate from his high school 
principal. 

Marks come first, but extra- 
curricular activities count, too. 
Where competition is severe, 
such activities may be the de- 
ciding factor. However, it’s the 
quality, not the quantity, that 
counts. 

Before you decide which col- 
lege to consider, you must know 
what your boy or girl wants to 
get out of college and where his 
vocational abilities lie. Too often 
high school youngsters do not 
know these things themselves, 
which adds to the difficulty. 

We recommend strongly that 
your child, not you, be the 
determining factor as to the col- 
lege to be selected. 

Are colleges costly? Yes, 
and more so each year. 
It will cost about $2000 to send 
your child for one year to a 
campus college. The Ivy 
League colleges charge from 
$1000 to $1400 for tuition. Add 


_ room and board, travel, inci- 


dentals, books and other fees 
and the cost mounts rapidly. 
Within two or three years the 
average college cost will range 
from $2500 to $3000. 


*Some colleges have ‘“‘work- 
study”’ programs that permit a 
student to earn a good share of 
expenses. Others have part-time 
employment bureaus. But lack 
of money need not deprive a 
bright, energetic youngster of a 
college education. Some 15,000 
scholarships go begging every 
year! 

A good college should have 
these qualifications: (1) A good 
general reputation. (2) Accredi- 
tation by the recognized regional 
and professional groups. (3) A 
good faculty. (4) Good adminis- 
trators. (5) Recognition by the 
honor societies. (6) Strong 
courses in the field of your 
child’s special interest. (7) A 
liberal scholarship policy. (8) 
Good library and laboratory fa- 
cilities. (9) Good placement 
bureau. (10) A sensible program 
of extracurricular activities. 

A college should be rated on 
its academic standards and its 
possible effect on your child, not 
on its snob approval.

Laying Down the Law on Homework

“LAST SPRING,” said the 
father of four, “we took the 
animal by the horns and had 
an understanding of what would 
be and what wouldn’t and then 
we had a little peace.” The 
mother added, “And we've 
started the same way this fall 
and that’s the law and they 
know it.” 

The “animal” was homework. 
The “law” is that there shall 
be a set time for it. It must 
be done then and without bene- 
fit of television. During that 
time there can be no telephone 
calls to friends, either to get 
help or to find out how they 
are getting along. 

The children are 9, 11, 13 and 
15. Before the law was laid 
down it was a continuous strug- 
gle once supper was over to 
get them at the homework. 
When they did get at it it was 
to the accompaniment of TV 
going full blast. There was fre- 
quent juggling for the best 
places for seeing. There were 
heated arguments about changes 
of programs. Now and again 
there wotld be dashes to the 
telephone to consult with other 
homeworkers. 


use of the telephone. There 
had been a few heated re- 


sponses to teasing remarks. 
Dad said, “‘I don’t believe any 
one of them had done 10 min- 
utes of good solid work all 
put together and I blew my 
top.” 


He made them turn off TV. 
He had them sit down around 
the dining room table. Then 
he began to talk. When the 
telephone rang he told them to 
let it ring. He said this was the 
end, that he paid school taxes 
a plenty and he intended for 
them to get some good out of 
it, and they couldn’t do it with 
that kind of homework. 

Mother said, ‘‘They sure were 
surprised. They never heard 
Dad talk the way he did for 
about 15 minutes.” It seems 
that every time one of the 
youngsters would start to say 
something he would tell him to 
keep still, that he was doing 
the talking. He finished with 
laying down the law—no mixing 
of TV or telephone with home- 
work—there would be a time 
for it and that would be it, and 
no fooling around. 


That was the law in a nut- 
shell, but he let the youngsters 
help. work out details. He talked 
over how much time each 
needed to get the work done 
if he went at it and did it. He 
let them help set the times they 
would get at it. 


He took into account the 
TV programs they especially 
wanted to see.. He agreed that 


they could consult friends by 
telephone before or after the 
homework time. All incom- 
ing calls during homework 
time he would take saying 
that the person wanted would 
call back later. He agreed 
that he would be pleasant 
about saying it. 


Mother said, “‘It certainly set- 
tled the turmoil and I believe 
it was as big a relief to them 
as it was to us.” No doubt it 
was. It got things into good 
working order. While Dad laid 
down the law emphatically he 
did not do it ruthlessly. He just 
\did for them what they could 
not do for themselves. Every- 
one would have been better off 
if he had done it sooner. 

Parents do well to keep an 
eye on homework. It is of great 
importance in a child’s school- 
ing. Be sure there is reason- 
able time set aside for it. Keep 
that time free of interruptions. 
Provide a place where it can 
be done. See to it that it is 
done. If help is needed give it. 
Find out how the teacher wants 
it done and do it that way to 
avoid confusion. Don’t leave 
homework to chance.

The rice rat is much smaller, 
having less than half the weight 
of a cotton rat, but it has a wid- 
er range.

The ricé rat infests rice fields 
when possible. It has done much 
damage to rice crops in south- 
eastern parts of the United 
States.
